a year ago. There was a slight increase in 
purchases by Northern Ireland, which rose 
from £211,122 in June, 1936, to £211,588 in 
the month under review. Other countries also 
spent slightly more in the Free State, and 
made the total in June £137,149, against 
£131,426 in the corresponding month of 19356. 

Purchases from Great Britain were valued 
at, £2,019,204 (£1,642,811 a year ago); from 
Northern Ireland £103,113 (against £44,502), 
and other countries £2,117,685 (£1,280,875 in 
June, 1936). 


FOREIGN TRADE 


The Free State increased its purchases from 
thirty-two of the forty-three “ Principal Other 
Countries”’ listed in the returns. Some of 
the chief increases, as compared, with June, 
1936, were :—Australia, £118,756 to £173,582 ; 
Canada, £87,684. to £211,615; British India, 
£300,205 to £268,510; Argentina, £81,274 to 
£125.219;. Belgium, £44,155 to £120,635; 
Dutch East Indies, £41,091. to £93,426; 
Ditch “West Indies, £2,697. to £60,766 ; 
Netherlands, £42,584 to £145,556; Germany, 
£92324 to £121,830; United States of 
America, £167,817 to £212,584. 

Increases were recorded in the exports to 
seventeen of the forty-three-countries, but no 
goods at all were sent to fourteen other 
countries—the rest showed decreases in ex- 
ports. Some of the increases, compared with 
June, 1936, figures, were :—Belgium, £5,821 
to £11,788; South Africa, £2,860 to £5,497; 
Sweden, £86 to £5,616; Switzerland, £362 
to £6,844; U.S.A., £9,735 to £12,388. 

The total exports for the first six months 
of 1937 amounted to £10,523,657, compared

the Guards devoted their time and services to 
the investigation of the allegations. 

Mr. J. J. Mooney {instructed by Mr. 4. 
H. Evans) appeared for Callinan, and Mr. R. 
McLoughlin © (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) for the Attorney-General. 

Callinan had, said Mr. Mooney, been tried 
on two counts, one of stealing a heifer, the 


property of Captain Reeves, and the other of 


the ‘other charge. Both charges were tried 
together, and the evidence was given by the 
same set of witnesses. The grounds of appéal 
were that there was no evidence to support 
the charges; that tie verdict was against the 
weight of evidence, and that the Circuit Judge 
was wrong in fact and in law in refusing the 
application for a direction on behalf of 
Callinan. 

The Chief Justice said that Callinan had 
reported that cattle had disappeared, and he 
had participated with the Guards in the 
search for the cattle. 

Mr. Mooney said that the fact that the 
appellant said there was a cattle drive and 
that the jury disbelieved his statement was 
no evidence that Callinan had driven the 
cattle. 3 

The Chief Justice said that that was not 
the charge against him.- 

Mr. Mooney said that the evidence showed 
that twenty-eight cattle had disappeared and 
that the gates had been broken, and it was 
incontrovertible that the cattle were driven cr 
stolen by somebody. Callinan could not 
explain it. The suggestion was made by the 
prosecution that Callinan invented the story 
because he was told that there was going to 
be a check on the cattle. A search of the 
neighbourhood of the farm had been made, 
but no tracks were found to indicate that 
cattle had been hurriedly driven away during 
the previous night. ee 
The Chief Justice, announcing the decision 
of the Court, allowing the appeal and direct- 
ing the release from custody of Callinan, said 
that on the particular facts of the case to 
which their judgment was confined, the 
charge of occasioning a public mischief, 
although framed in that way, amounted in 
substance to a charge involving dishonesty. 
The Court of Criminal ig was of the 
opinion that if a charge of that nature was 
to be made against an accused person it 


fought to be made expressly, and that if the 


case against Callinan was that he had stolen 
the cattle, or that he had embezzled money 
entrusted to him for the purchase of cattle, 
then he should have been indicted in respect 
of the larceny of the cattle or the embezzle- 
ment of the money. If Callinan had been 
so charged, the evidence given in support 
of the public mischief charge could have 
been given in support of the other charges. 
That course was not taken, and the- Court 
was of opinion that the conviction for occa- 
sioning public mischief-could not stand, and 
they accordingly quashed the conviction and 
directed the release of Callinan, who had 
surrendered to his bail in Court. 

Mr. Mooney applied for costs. 

The Court refused the application. 


effecting a public mischief. He was acquitted” 
[on the-charge of stealing; but convicted on 


infant in court had been made absolute on 
the application of the father, 
Broderick Earle, ° Dent Mission road, 
Calcutta, who had married a daughter of 
Mrs. Cammins.

The gtounds of the appeal were that the 
Rules of Court had not been complied with 
in a matter involving the liberty of the 
citizen, and that the offence for which Mrs. 
Cummius had been sentenced was a criminal 
offence within the meaning of Article 72 of 
the Constitution, requiring trial by jury. 

Mr. P. Rourke (instructed by Messrs. J. 
Travers, Wolfe and Co.) appeared for the 
‘appellant; and Mr. J. FitzGerald, K.C., 
and Mr. Hungerford (instructed by Mr. 
Gerald J. Hegarty), for the father of the 
child, the respondent. 

Concluding his argument for the respon- 
dent, Mr. mgertor’ cited cases in support 
of his submission that a writ of attachment 
could be issued by a court immediately after 
contempt had been committed, and said that 
in this case the order was made by the 
Court for committal for disobedience of its 
own writ. 

He submitted that Article 72 did not apply 
to the present case, which was not, he said, 
a criminal proceeding in any way. 

Mr. FitzGerald, whe followed on the same 
side, said that Mrs. Cummins had consistently 
refused to obey the Court, and he submitted 
that this was a case in which the Court 
could protect its own ‘process by summary 
action. If there had been matters outstand- 
ing on the merits which required to be 
cleared away before the Court made an order 
then the prosecutor must satisfy the Court 
that notice had been served on the person 
whom it was sought to attach, but here there 
was nothing to 2 proved, as the writ had 
been produced by counsel, showing that. his 
client had received it, and that, on its face, 
she had disobeyed it. He asked the Court 
not to disturb the punitive jurisdiction which 
the High Court had been compelled to exer- 
cise in the protectiom of its own process. 

When Mr. FitzGerald was about to deal 
with Article 72 of the Constitution, Mr. 
Justice FitzGibbon said that the members 
of the Court all were agreed that there was 
contempt of Court which could be tried on 
indictment, and contempt of Court which 
could be tried by a Court with its own in- 
ternal jurisdiction. It was not provided in 
the Constitution that everyone accused of 
contempt of Court was entitled to trial by 
jury. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that a very attractive 
argument could be founded on the question 


whether or not, if charges of contempt were 
to be tried by jury, an appeal would lie to 
the Supreme Court or to the Court of 
Criminal Appeal.

Although home and export buyers embraced 
much the same personnel and interests as be- 
fore a decidedly more cautious and uncertain 
disposition overhung trade from opening to 
close, and ultrmately it became evident that 
there was a falling off in requirements. Cattle 
supplies were larger than previously, but 
numbers offered were only up to a seasonable 
gathering, but in point of quality proved a 
disappointing show. Sales opened with local 
victuallers cautious im their selections which 
caused a weakness in heifer values, and not- 
withstanding the small number of nice handy 
weights to pick from, sellers were obliged to 
part at lower rates. Heavy heifers were far 
too numerous for trade practicable, and did 
not look like clearing.

Pour quickly and 
cover as directed. Makes about 5$1lb. jam. 

Ripe Peacu JELLY. 

S4lb. peaches, 231b. sugar, 1 bottle Certo. 

Use only fully ripe fruit. To prepare 
juice, remove pits from peaches, but do 
not peel. Crush fruit thoroughly. Add 
4 breakfast cup: water, bring to a boil, 
cover, and simmer 5 minutes. Place fruit 
in jelly cloth or bag and squeeze out juice. 

Measure sugar and 14lb. juice into large 
saucepan and mix. Bring to a boil over 
hottest flame and at once add Certo, 
stirring constantly. Then bring to a full 
rolling boil and boil hard half a minute. 
Remove from flame, skim, pour quickly 
and cover as directed. Makes about 4$1b. 
jelly. 

CARROT MARMALADE. 

2lb. prepared carrot and citrous mixture, 
231b. sugar, 4 bottle Certo. 

To prepare carrot and citrous mixture, 
cook about 2lb. carrots until tender, then 
grind or chop fine. Add grated rind of 2 
oranges and 2 lemons. Peel oranges and 
dice, discarding hard centres and seeds. 
Add orange pulp and lemon juice to 
carrots. If desired, add 2 or 3 teaspoons 
ginger or cinnamon. 

Measure sugar and prepared ingredients, 
tightly packed, into large preserving pan. 
Mix well and bring to a full rolling boil 
over hottest flame. Stir constantly before 
and while boiling. Boil 5 minutes.

FOOD AND DRINK 


Then there is the very important matter 
of food and drink. There are two golden 
rules—serve nothing that makes people 
thirsty, and nothing that 1s awkward to 
eat while standing, as players often like 
to do between sets. Neither food nor drink 
should be highly flavoured and sticky ; 
squashy, easily melt.d cakes, and sand- 
wiches should be avoided. Arniything that 
has to be eaten with a spoon—such as 
fruit salads or ices—should be served in 
small bowls or dishes, and not on plates, 
from which an incautious movement is 
liable to shoot them on to someone’s im- 
maculate white clothes ! 

Lemonade and various cups should be 
as cold as possible, and an excellent plan 
when if you run a.continuous buffet 
meal on the lawn—is to keep these drinks 
in large earthenware pitchers, wrapped 
round with damp cloths. As the moisture 
evaporates from the cloths the earthen- 
ware is cooled and so are its contents. If 
you can serve additional ice with these 
drinks, cracked in small pieces, and served 
like sugar with a pair of tongs. Don’t 
sweeten the drinks too much, as tastes 
vary, and a tart drink is more refreshing

Pineapple and Nut.—Shred some pine- 
apple, chop some almonds, and set in a 
lemon jelly in a square mould, Flavour 
with almond ossencs. Cut the jelly in 
fairly thick slices (with a knife dipped 
in warm water) and serve between slices of 
bread and butter. 

Cream, Walnut and Ginger.—Whip the 
cream, chop the walnuts, and add a very 
little chopped glacé ginger. Mix together, 
and spread on thin slices of wholemeal 
bread. 

Chives and Mayonnaise.—Chop fresh 
chives into pieces roughly a quarter of an 
inch long, and mix them with mayonnaise 
ur salad cream. 

Don’t forget that one or two of your 
guests, perhaps, “ can’t abide’’ onion 
flavour—even the very mild flavour of 
chives—and so be sure all your sandwiches 
are flagged correctly. Those who do like 
the flavour will besiege the hostess for her 
recipe ! 

Well-balanced, not-too-sweet fruit salad 
combinations are these :— 

Raspberries and Red Gurrants, mixed 
in equal quantities with a little syrup, to 
which some liqueur has been added. 

Pineapple and Strawhberries.—Fresh 
pineapple is best if you can get it, and 
should be cut in small pieces. Cut the 
strawberries in half so that the flavours 
can blend, and mask with a little syrup 
to which you have added pineapple juice 
and a little port. i 

Apricot and Banana.—Slice the fruit, 
and mask in syrup flavoured with sherry. 
Sprinkle with chopped pistachio nuts. 

Apples and Lemon (or you can use grape 
fruit instead of apples).—The lemon 
sounds odd, but is delicious if treated in 
this way: Put the lemon-juice in a basin 
overnight with a teacupful of raisins and 
two teacups of cold water... By morning 
the liquor, will have absorbed the sugar 
from the raisins, and can be poured over 
the fruit. The raisins themselves can be 
added if you wish.

FROM TIP TO TOE 
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PREPARING FOR RAINY WEATHER 


UST before the very.close of the. sales 
it might be a clever idea to hold an 
examination in wardrobe culture, and find 
out, very secretly, just how high the re- 
sulting marks would be. 

Quite definitely, our outlook should be 
rain-bound, but that does not mean that 
we should “ go depressive ' in our choice 
of frocks.. It merely means that while the 
cheap-buying time is here, it might be wise 
to arrange to have our clothes weather- 
proof until such time as summer cornes 
our way again. The setting up of this 
idea will include visits to departments 
where umbrellas, mackintoshés and shoes 
are sold, and by buying now we will get 
any financial advantage that the sales 
offer. 

At one such department I asked the 
attendant if she was very busy this 
showery weather. —“ Oh, no.” she said, 
“I think that: Dubliners have got quite 
accustomed to rain, and it doesn’t bother 
them any more.” 

Well, that idea is all right for this wash- 
ing-frock time, but when better clothes are 
worn it is wiser to have some means of 
protecting them. Watch overseas visitors, 
and see how clever they are about this. 
Their raincoats fit in the handbags, and 
are hooded so that hats, too, are protected. 
Going even a step further, I saw a lady 
in town this week who could protect her 
make-up completely, because her oilsilk 
hood had a visor which clipped under 
her chin. Even if we cannot go quite 
this far with our local buying, we can 
now get very cheery raincoats in which 
to defy the gloomy elements. Capes are 
lovely because they can be slipped on 
and taken off so comfortably, but they 
are unsuitable for anyone who has to 
carry either parcels, attaché cases or 


school bocks. 
AVOID « GREEN” 


There is little change in umbrellas 
here, although the very newest models 
are fitted with little transparent 
windows; the idea seems comic ,at first, 
but later you remember that in stormy 
weather they could at least save you 
from .having to trudge along blindly be- 
hind an umbrella which will, without 
any notice, prod some innocent passer- 
by in the ribs—or worse. Better avoid 
‘‘green’’ for umbrellas. Some _ sinart 
women take on the most ghastly hue 
while it is raining, and only when, the 
shower over, they close ‘their umbrellas 
do they regain their own healthy bronze. 
Far better have red if you insist in 
colour in your “‘ brolly.’’ Very often these 
oil-silk coloured umbrellas capes des sy 
when their sides stick together after rain. 
This comes from leaving them cicseet 


i 


when they are damp. As soon as they are 
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after getting wet they 
should be opened fully and allowed to 
dry. If the worst has already hap- 
pened, and they refuse to open, then 
they must be brought to the bathroom 
and steeped for an hour or so in 
a quarter full bath of tepid water. Then, 
with very gentle fingers, persuade the 
closed sides apart until the brolly opens. 
It must then be wiped fairly dry and left 
open overnight. Otherwise the same 
annoying thing may happen again. 

Stocking-buying is becoming more and 
more difficult. Still it might be worth 
while trying for some last-minute bargains 
at the sales. Most of us have our favourite 
brand and our special size. The best way 
to purchase these, I find, is to leave an 
order with your outfitter to send so many 
pair at your size when they come into 
stock. Stockings should never be bought 
in single pairs (unless the buyer has money 
to waste). If two or more pairs are bought 
in the same shade and make, they can be 
worn on and on until, like the little nigger 
boys, there is only one stocking left. This 
stocking system makes ladder accidents 
half the loss and half the annoyance that 
they would otherwise cause, 

Once again silk stockings seem to be 
taking their pride of place with erépe. 
The latter have the great advantage that 
they do not show rain drops and splashes 
so distinctly as the pure silk. But the 
pure silk will be improved in this respect 
if a few drops of methylated spirit is 
added to the final rinsing water. All 
stockings, no matter what their texture, 
should be washed after they ave purchased, 
and never worn new. This way their lives 
will be definitely lengthened. Stocking 
life can also be doubled by rinsing them 
in cold water, without washing, each time 
they are taken off. There is an easy-to- 
make drying gadget, ideal for indoor 
use. Into a coloured dress hanger screw 
five ring-topped screws. Screw one under- 
neath at either end, and the remaining 
three, also underneath, at equal distance 
from the first two, and from one another. 
Now get a yard of fancy cord and four 
spring clothes pegs. Knot the end of the 
cord into the first ring. Run the loose 
end through the centre of a peg, and allow 
it to drop down two inches from the 
hanger. Again knot the cord to the next 
ring, and- repeat the threading and knot- 
ting until the final knot is made in the 
last ring. Caught in these pegs the stoek- 
ings dry much quicker ; indeed, if left near 
an open window they should dry in twelve 
hours. This kind of constant care is the 
only thing that will keep down the out-of-

| WEATHER 
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O one feels inclined to eat much hot 

meat in summer weather; some- 
thing cold with salad or some nicely 
cooked vegetables is much more accept- 
able. And I’m sure those of us who are 
responsible for feeding the family don't 
want to spend the best part of these 
lovely days over a hot stove preparing 
heavy meals. 

Meat dishes that: are to be eaten cold 
can often be prepared in the cool of the 
evening, and many of them have the ad- 
vantage that they require little or no at- 
tention while they are cooking. Another 
good thing about them is that they are 
usually quite inexpensive. This does not 
mean that. they are in any way. lacking 
in food value or flavour. Do remember. 
however, that they need long; slow couking 
to make them tender. It is this long, slow 
cooking, combined with careful seasoning, 
that brings out the delicious flavour that 
you notice in successful cold meat dishes 
At the same time the long cooking is 
necessary for all meats that are to be 
kept for several days; quickly cooked 
meats, such as roast beef or lamb, can- 
not be safely kept more than a day vr 
so in hot weather. 


THE MOST SUITABLE 


For cold beef dishes, brisket. topside 
silverside or shin of beef are the most 
suitable ; for veal dishes, scrag end of neck 
is excellent. It is cheap, but bony, but 
the bones have their uses in making jellied 
stock to use in pies or galantines. Breast 
of veal is also useful for the same purpose. 

Seasoning is tremendously important in 
preparing meats to serve cold. It is an 
excellent plan to rub the meat over well 
with dry mustard before cooking. This 
not only improves the flavour; it also 
makes the meat much more tender and 
digestible. By breaking down rich, indi- 
gestible fats, and breaking uv the long 
fibres of the lean, the mustard greatly 
helps digestion. In the actual cooking, a 
few spices, such as peppercorns, mace, or 
mustard seeds, or herbs, such as bay 
leaves, thyme, sage, lemon thyme, parsley, 
added to the water, give a subtle flavour 
and help to prolong the keeping qualities 
of the meat when cold. An onion and 
carrot added in cooking, and afterwards 
removed, give a savoury flavour. Salt 
should never be added to salted meats, 
such as ham, pickled ox tongue, or salt 
beef, and with fresh meats it should be 
used with discretion. 

Moulded meats, such as _ galantine, 
potted meats. brawns, should have a 
piquant flavour to make them really appe- 
tising. Too often they are insipid and 
uninteresting, and no amount of seasoning 
added during the eating of them will give 
the same flavour as when the seasoning is 
added during the moulding of the meat. 
Salt, pepper, dry or made mustard, a 
little tomato sauce or relish, all help to 
bring out the true flavour of the meats. 
Cold’ meats must. be well seasoned—keéep 
this thought in your mind all the time you 
are making your hot weather meat dishes.

8ozs. shin of beef, 1lb. raw ham, 11b.

MEAT MOULD 


Packets’ of savoury jelly can now be 
bought at the grocer’s, and with these 
many cold meat dishes can be quickly 
made. 

Dissolve a little savoury jelly, pour into 


Then arrange on it slices of hard-boiled 
eggs and tiny sprigs of parsley. Pour 
over a little more jelly and leave to set. 

Now put in layers of cold cooked meat, 
chicken or ham, everything you have by 
you—and hard-boiled egg. Cut the meat 
into neat slices and spread lightly with 
made mustard. Between each layer pour 
in more jelly to fill all the spaces, but do, 
not wait until this has set before putting 
in more meat, etc. 

Continue putting layers of meat, egg 


and jelly until the mould is full. Sprinkle 


chopped parsley on each layer of meat and 
egg. Put a good layer of jelly on top of 
the mould and leave to set. Turn out and 
garnish with finely chopped jelly and 
parsley. Serve with a mixed sglad. 


VEAL MOULD 
1lb. breast veal, two hard-boiled eggs, 


4 os. bacon, grated lemon rind, teaspoon- 


ful mixed herbs, two teaspoonsful chepped 
parsley, two teasroonsfn! dry > a. 
pint: of white stock or water, salt and 
pepper 

Bone the veal, place bones in water to 
cover, and boil well to make the stock. 
Grease a mould, cut ane egg into slices, 
and with it decorate the bottom and sides 
of the mould. 

Remove skin and gristle from the veal, 
and cut it and the bacon into small pieces. 
Cut the other egg up roughly, mix the 
veal, bacon, egg. herbs, mustard, parsley 
and lemon rind together ; season with salt 
and pepper., Moisten with a little stock, 
then pack the mixture into the prepared 
mould. Cover the mould with greased 
paper, and cook in a moderate oven one 
and a half to two hours. 

Remove from the oven, and fill up the 
mould with warmed and seasoned stock. 
Leave till set and quite cold, then turn 
out on to a dish. Garnish with a little 
green salad.

The untimelsy death of Michael Ryan 
recalled to me (writes a correspondent ) 
many a pleasant evening spent with him 
in his well-stocked library. An accom- 
plished classical scholar, he gained an 
early reputation by a translation of the 
Cena Trimalchionss of Petronius Arbiter, 
which is still a standard work. In his 
latter years he had become an ardent book 
collector, and his knowledge of _ first 
editions was ‘‘extensive and peculiar,” 
particularly those 0: 
possessed several. Those who were accus- 
tomed to forage for such treasures in 
Dublin book-shops and book-carts knew 
that when Ryan had done his daily tour 
there was little left to be picked up. 

He was greatly interested in the history 
of literature, and wrote extgnsively on the 
more recondite aspects of the subject. 

A solicitor by profession, he was also a 
member of the Bar, and brought to the 
study of law the same thoroughness which 
was characteristic of his literary activities. 


Gower of Hook 


The Hook peninsula in South Wexford 
is a delightful place to spend a day. It 
is bounded on the east by Slade Bay, and 
on the west by Waterford Harbour. The 
scenery is charming, and there are many 
objects of interest to antiquaries. 

The famous tower of Hook Lighthouse 
is situated at the end of this historic neck 
of land. Actording to some authorities, 
the first lighthouse was erected by Strong- 
bow’s sister, Rose. Others assert that it 
owed its origin to either the Danes or 
Florence de la Hogue, who first came to 
Ireland with Henry the Second in 1172. 

There are, however, good grounds for 
the belief that the tower was established 
by Raymond Fitzgerald, who was killed in 
1182. 


Hook LIGHTHOUSE. 
“By Hook or By Crook” 


Referring to Hore’s “ History of the 
Town and County of Wexford,’’ I found 
that: “ In the Patent Rolls of Henry III. 
it is stated that the Custodians and 
Chaplains of St. Saviour of Rendeuan 
there built a Tower as a beacon for ships, 
but it must not be supposed that any 
religious community were the actual 
founder; monastic institutions such as 
Dunbrody and Tintern, as well as neces- 
sary and important Light Towers, were 
usually founded and endowed by nobles 
and conferred upon the Religious Orders 
who superintended the work, saw them 
erected, and afterwards took charge of 
them, the expense of the undertaking 
being defrayed by the wealthy and noble 
founder.”’ 

The tower is now under the control of 
the Commissioners of Irish Lights. As it 
is built on the mainland, the keepers do 
not lead such a lonely life as their 
colleagues on the Tuskar. 

A local Tan, by the way, informed me 
that the old saying, “ By hook or by 
crook,’’ owes its origin to the fact that 
mariners bound for Waterford or New Ross 
could set their course by either Hook or 
the little village of Crook, on the opposite 
shore., On the correctness of his etymology 
I vent&re no opinion.

A second filly has been named Miss 
Ussher—in compliment, one may suppose, 
to the Ussher family. That is because she 
is a daughter of Tolgus and African Sun- 
shine. This. beautifully-bred yearling is 
own sister to Sunstroke, Sun Girl and 
Togoland—all winners. 

There is distinguished blood on both 
sides of her pedigree, for Folgus is a son 
of Stefan ‘the Great and Rosa Croft.

Major Dunkin 


I was very interested to learn trom 
Major Dunkin, who is paying his first visit 
to Dublin this week, that the Irish Veter- 
inary College retains the single porta! 
system of examinations for its graduates. 
Major G. W. Dunkin, M.R.C.V.S., 
D.V.H., is one of the most distinguished 
men in the veterinary world. He is the 
Superintendent of the Farm Laboratories 
of the National Institute for Medical Re. 
search, at Mill Hill, since 1923. But his 
distinctions are too nuMerous to mention, 
as well as his exciting and interesting life. 
His name is a household word in England 
and Ireland as the discoverer with Sir 
Patrick Laidlaw of the ‘‘Laidlaw and 
Dunkin Vaccine,’ for the prevention of 
distemper in dogs. His research work in- 
cluded the Tuberculin Test in cattle, and 
he has published, with Sir Patrick Laid- 
law, a number of works of a scien- 
tific nature on animal diseases. Major 
Dunkin was O.C. of the troops in Canter- 
“ig from 1914 to 1915, and was stationed 
in Egypt from 1915 to 1919. Here he told 
me a great deal of the veterinary work, 
dealt with sick Turkish ponies and camels, 
and was very amusing about these ‘‘ Ships 
of the Desert,’’ whose anatomy was fre- 
qos puzzling. He was mentioned in 

ispatches, and as Commander of the 20th 

Hospital in Egypt had an exciting time. 
He mentioned the work of the Irish 
veterinary surgeons, whom he considers 
amongst some of the finest men in the 
profession. During the past week he was 
superintending the examinations of the 
Veterinary College at Ballsbridge, and in 
brief intervals, trying to see something of 
Dublin, paying a visit to the Abbey 
Theatre, and renewing acquaintance with 
Irish friends.

An Irish Scholar 


It seems appropriate that the figure of 
the Emancipator should stand where so 
many of his battles were fought—chiefly 
his conflict with the Press of the Young 
Ireland Party. It reminds me that the 
publication of Dr. Myles Dillon’s first 
volume, edited from the Sanscrit, on 
the Indian Drama, which came from the 
Oxford University Press recently, shows 
the Irish scholar following in the foot 


steps of his ancestors. Dr. Myles Dillon, 
who is the Lecturer in “Comparative 


Philology in University College, unlike | 
his brother, Mr. James Dillon, T.D., has | 


taken no interest in politics, but inherits 
the scholarship of his grandparents, who 
played such an important part in the 
history of their time. The son of Mr. 
John Dillon, and the grandson of John 
Blake Dillon, Dr. Myles comes from a 
family engaged in the literary, as well 
as political, life of the last century. John 
Blake Dillon, his grandfather, was a lead- 
ing figure at the Irish Bar, and when at 
Trinity College, Dublin, he was Auditor 
of the Historical Society, and was a close 
friend of Thomas Davis. He was a Mayo 
man, but became member of Parliament 
for Tipperary. He quickly deserted 
O’Connell’s party to join the Young 
Ireland group, and, with Gavan Duffy, 
founded the famous journal which super 
seded O’Connell’s Pilot. Dr. Dillon’s 
mother was a daughter of Judge Mathew. 
and his granduncle the celebrated Father 
Mathew, the temperance leader. Dr. 
Myles, however, prefers his library, which 
ia an extremely good one, and the halls of 
the University, to the public stage. He is 
one of the most modest of our scholars, 
who only reveals his personality among 
his-intimate friends. He has represented 
Irish scholarship at many European 
learned societies.

COURT OF INQUIRY’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS

Minister for Industry and Commerce 

to investigate wages and conditions of 
labour in the linen and cotton industry in 
the Free State has now reported. The Court 
was appointed on 29th October of last year 
and consisted of Mr, Henry O’Friel (Chair- 
man), Mr. C. P. McCarthy, Cork, and Mr. 
Eamonn Lynch, secretary, Irish Trades 
Council. 

The report points out that there are in the 
Free State six factories engaged in the in- 
dustry, and a seventh is about to be opened at 
Athlone. The majority of the workers are 
paid on a piece-work basis. Female labour 
predominates in the weaving sheds. A basic 
acale of payment was arrived at in 1919, but 
since then this had been modified on four 
occasions. 


A COURT of Inquiry appointed by the 


PIECE RATES 


The Court was not prepared to recommend 
any change in present practice as regards 
linen looms, but, as regards cotton, they think 
that friction will continue as long as the 15 
per cent, deduction rule is in force. They 
recommend an entirely new scale of piece 
rates to take the place of that now in 
existence; an increase of standard piece rates 
for the permareten of warp and weft yarns 
and for heddle woven and , nae fabrics to 
eighty per cent. of the basic rates drawn up 
in 1919. Certain classes of work are exempted 
from this. No changes are recommended in 
regard to tenters, dressers, slashers or sizers, 
or enginemen and boilermen. They recom- 
mend that the minimum rate for cloth pressers 
be 10 per cent, over the present Belfast 
minimum rate, and that the minimum rate 
for winding masters be 50s. per week 

They further recommend that piece rates 
for cloth pickers (stain washers), bleachers 
(except foreman bleacher) and bundlers be 
increased by 10 per cent, over the rates in 
force on 29th October, 1936; that no change 
be made in the rates to mounters and card 
cutters, but that the standard rates for 
assistant mounters and card cutters be in- 
creased by 10 per cent.; that all time rates 
not otherwise covered or specifieally ex- 
cluded he increased ag follows :— 

(a) Where the existing rate for a 48-hour 
week is less than or equal to 45s. 6d. an in- 
crease of 10 per cent. ; 

(b) Where the existing rate is more than 
45s. 6d. and less than 50s. that the rate be 
50s, No recommendation is made in respect 
of existing time rates equal to or in excess 
of 50s 


CONDITIONS OF LABOUR 


The Court refers to the various complaints 
made in connéction with conditions of labour, 
and expresses the opinion that a joint council 
for the linen and cotton industry should be 
set up similar to the type already in existence 
in other industries. Such a gouncil should 


r consist of persons who are mainly, if not 


entirely, experts in the weaving industry. The 
industry is a highly complex one, and the 
questions which arises as between employer 
and employed can only be approached satis- 
factorily by persons with technical knowledge. 

It had been announced thut the new factory 
in Athlone intended to adopt the shift 
system, and in regard to this the Court felt 
bound to point out that it was undesirable 
to have different conditions in Athlone and 
in other factories } 

In coming to their conclusion they had in 
mind the ability of the industry to bear 
given rates of wages. They had taken the 
view that it was desirable to give workers 
better wages if at all possible, and they were 
hopeful that the new cotton scale of wages 
would enable manufacturers to price various 
cloths on a basis that would tend to increase 
trade.

“The day of the donkey and car is gone,” 
said Mr, E, Carey at a special meeting ol 
the Cork County Council yesterday to strike 
a rate for the current year. ‘‘ People who 
had donkeys and cars now. have motor cars.” 

His comment was provoked by the state- 
ment of Mr. D. A. O'Gorman, vice-chair- 
man, who presided, that in 1914 the outlay 
on roads was £87,000, while this year it 
was £200,000. With a change of transport, 
said Mr, O'Gorman, a new fund had come 
into existence—motor taxation and _ petrol 
tax—and it was regrettable that this tax, 
which should justly be expended on roads, 
was not being so used entirely. 

In Northern Ireland this méney was being 
devoted to roads, but that. was not so here 
General taxpayers and motorists were not 
being treated fairly. Motorists should get 
a proper return for ‘what they paid. . 

Mr. Kingston said that they were paying 
eightpence per gallon in tax on every gallon 
of petrol they put into the tank, as well 
as the motor tax and driving licence fees. 
Now there was a new Act, under which 
every hackney driver in the Free 
State would have to pay eleven shillings if 
he wished to drive his ear, and if he wanted 
a second driver for it he had to pay fiiteen 
shillings. Motor owners were being fieeced 
up and down, and it was time the County 
Councils and the General Council of County 
Councils took up the matter and forced the 
issue, 

The rates were adopted on the motion of 
Mr. J. M. O'Connor, seconded by Mr. R. 
Kelly. The Secretary said that, compared 
with the year ended in March last, the 
amount which they proposed to assess this 

ear, namely, £302,020, was £52,011 less. 

hey proposed to transfer into the current 
year’s warrants the sum of £72,228, repre- 
senting the collectable arrears of previous 
years, thus making the total amount of 
assessment for the year £464,249.

Production and Earnings 


The “ Report on Production in Certain 
Industries in Saorstdét Eireann in each of 
the years 1932 to 19235,” of which we 
published a summary on Tuesday last, will 
repay the most careful study. Its admir- 
ably presented figures have been collected 
and compiled under the orders of the 
Minister for Industry aNd Commerce— 
orders which require all persons to whom 
the prescribed forms are issued to furnish 
the infortaation desired. The fact that the 
report does not offer a complete survey of 
industrial production in the Saorstdt is 
regrettable: actually, only about half the 
productivity which might reasonably be 
classified as industrial is included in the 
figures presented. Such important indus- 
tries as thosé associated with milk, bread, 
leather, “Building and guarrying have been 
excluded from the report; and, as these 
industries comprised 44 per cent. of the net 
output, and 60 per cent. of the persons 
engaged in industrial employment in the 
1951 Census of Production, the present 
figures are, of necessity, partial and in: 

The report, offers 
information about twenty-three 


complete. however, 
detailed 
of the more important groups of industries 
wood 


—ranging from  bacon-curing to 


furniture and upholstery—which will 


enable those engaged in business or 


economic investigation to observe the 
.trends and the extent of development. In 
the 23 industrial groups for which details 
are given there were 1,723 separate firms 
and establishments at October, 1935; but 
the scope of those firms is so limited that 
only 14 of them found employment for 
500 workers or more. There are 1,557 
firms, or over 90 per cent. of the whole, 
which employ hundred 
workers apiece, and more than half the 
total employ fewer than twenty persons. 
thus definitely a 
industrialism, 


fewer than a 


Saorstát ireann is 
country of small-scale 
which—owing to the small population, 
and the multiplicity of firms engaged in 
the same form of production—is precluded 
from the advantages of a large-scale 
economy. This will, in turn, reflect itself 
in the tariff policy of the future, because 
the costs of production, distribution and 
management are greater proportionately 
in the smaller than in the larger busi- 
nesses. The great manufacturing countries 
in which mass-production methods can be 
used always will be in a position to under- 
sell the home products if home manufac- 
tures are not heavily supported by 
tariffs. 

Closer inquiry reveals that the average 
net output for every one of the 1,723 
establishments was £10,304, but that, 
while the fifteen firms engaged in the brew- 
ing business had an average net output of 
£278,125 apiece, 230 firms in the clothing 
industry produced about £2,000’s worth 
apiece, and 153 firms producing wood 
furniture and upholstery had an average 
net output of about £1,000 apiece. The 
average for the whole range of the twenty- 
three groups of industries is low enough 
in all conscience, but it would be 
insignificant if a few old-established 


| industries did not give it a firm and sub- 


stantial base. If it were possible to segre- 
gate the figures for those older industrial 
establishments the average output of the 
newer industries would make a striking 
commentary upon the extravagant claims 
of the hustings. The net output in 1935 
was nearly 24 per cent. greater than in 
1931, but, as part of this increase is 
accounted for by rising prices, the improve- 
ment is not quite so good as it might 
appear to be at first sight. In the four 
years between 1932 and 1935 the total 
value of the net output in the 
selected groups of industries increased by 
about £4,250,000—from £13,500,000 to 
£17,750,000—but that increased produc 
tivity has been achieved only by the most 


industrial group, the exactions which have 
been made from the consuiner by way of 


tariffs and higher prices. -It is not improb- 
able that the total of these sacrificial 
offerings, compulsorily made by the con- 
sumer, would be almost as large as the 
difference between the net industrial out- 
put of 1952 and that of 1935. At all events, 
in these figures’ there will be found 
adequate material for much argument, and 
for wide speculation by economists. 
There is now no excuse for anyone in 
Saorstát Eireann to remain in ignorance 
about the country’s industrial conditions, 
and a new light is shed on the Govern- 
ment’s policy. 

Exploring a little farther into the 
statistical thicket one can make some finer 
discoveries. Between 1932 and 1935 the 
numbers of persons engaged in the twenty- 
three groups of industries rose steadily 
from 47,222 to 70,407. That is certainly a 
matter for congratulation; it is plainly 
better that people should be employed in 
useful productive enterprises than that 
they should be: maintained by the mis- 
named ‘‘ relief ’’ works or kept in lounging 
idleness about the doors of the labour 
exchanges. It is difficult, however, to 
evade the suggestion that many of the 
industrial undertakings so carefully 
tabulated in the report are not far removed 
from the category of “ relief ” works. The 
strange fact emerges from a little investiga- 
tion of the figures that as the number of 
persons employed rose steadily through 
the four years the average production 
per capita tended to fall just as steadily. 
In 1932 the average production per person 
employed was £284, in 1933 it was £263, 
in 1954 it fell to £255, and in 1935 it 
reached its lowest level at £252. 
Manifestly an average production of less 
than £5 a week for every person employed 
will offer neither a high wage nor a 
sumptuous standard of living to the 
workers. Actually the average annual 
earnings for every worker employed has 
fallen relatively to the falling rate of pro- 
duction. In 1932 the average annual wage 
per worker employed amounted to £89, in 
1933 this had declined to £83, and at that 
figure it remained during the following 
two years. The wild talk about improving 
the workers’ standard of living hardly can 
be substantiated when it is realised that 
every worker produces less than £5 worth 
in the week, and gets for the effort less 
than 32 shillings. Most of the difference 
is made up of costs of many varying 
descriptions, from rents to power. In this 
report the unstable economy of the new 
industrialism stands revealed. 
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The unveiling of a memorial to Thomas 
Power O’Connor—whom the elder genera- 
tion prefers to call plain “ T.P.’’—at his 
birthplace in Athlone recalls many recol- 
lections. A whiff of the Parnellite days 
comes back. We think of quarrels long 
since settled by .time’s cancellation, of 
dramatic deeds and moments that seemed 
fateful, though now almost pitifully un- 
important. Whatever may be thought of 
O’Connor’s claim to permanent remem- 
brance on political or literary grounds— 


there is a less important field in which he 
certainly played a really conspicuous part. 
It is that of popular literary journalism. 
Friend and foe of the politician, admirer 
and decrier of the mun, alike asknowledged 
a debt to him, a quarter of a century ago, 
as a populariser of books. He was the 
great vulgarisateur of his time, and not 
His 7.P.’s Weekly may have 
degenerated in its last years, and may 


ignobly so. 


have been succeeded by mere snippet 
journalism, but there was a time when it 
meant much to persons of good taste. 
Many a young man and woman gained a 
liberal knowledge of contemporary books, 
and enlarged their student’s knowledge 
of the classics, by the reading of that 
O’Connor used to con- 
tribute a weekly review of some book of

yet classical 
might not be a scholar, but he took his 
guidance from scholars; he did not 
despise learning. Once he described his 
own self-education when he mastered 
modern languages by the arduous method 
of memorisation of long tables of -words. 
The men who equipped themselves for life 
in that persevering way were not un- 
cultivated. O'Connor, therefore, took a 
solid interest in affairs, and wrote solidly, 
if not profoundly. He had another 
advantage over his successors : that he lived 
in the time of giants. Some may recall 
his tribute to Meredith when the master 
died. It was not a piece of literature, but 
it was a satisfying account of a man whom 
he had known, whose every book he had 
read as it appeared, and of whom he could 
tell anecdotes and the judgments of con- 
temporary minds. To read such writing 
week by week was to see the literary world 
at least photographically. Furthermore, 
O'Connor used to publish classica] pieces 
in abundance. He had an eye for the 
good story, an ear for the fine lyric, and 
an old-fashioned love for good things like 
Boswell’s best. His files, therefore, were 
almost an anthology. His readers got 
many a good poem by heart of which they 
hardly might have heard. If they were 
poor scholars, they owed him a double debt 
for discovering goms for them and for 
retailing them at a penny a week, He 
was, in truth, in the line of Goldsmith 
himself, that Irish vulgarisateur of an 
earlier London journalism; and T7.I’.'s 
Weekly, im. its best days, was not un 
wotthy to be compared with The Bee. 
We owe this slender wreath to the memory 
of a man who was something more than a 
cheap-jack in the periodical world. It is 
due to him to say that his criticism, if 
plain and even pedestrian, was serious 
beyond what we see in the ‘ highbrow ” 
literary journalism of to-day. Those who 
scorn him because he preferred biography 


to futurist verse ought to ask themselves 
whether it really is an advance to go [rom 


and we estimate it modestly enough— 


an account of Thomas Hardy at work to a 
painful effort to discover the meaning of 
the latest poet who uses no verbs, or who 
invents his own words, preferring sound 
to meaning.

Fashion and Fascism 


Someone has blundered. “ Someone will 
hear from the Duce in a day or two. 
Someone in Italy has issued a ban on The 
Tailor and Cutter. The editor of that 
respectable organ received news last week | 
that his periodical would not be admitted 
to Fascist Italy henceforward, and he was 
both pained and surprised. He searched 
his conscience and his files, but could not 
find that he ever spoke disrespectfully of 
Signor Mussolini, or criticised adversely 
the wsthetics of a black shirt. On one 
occasion, it is true, he expressed the 
opinion that artificial wool, a product 
which Italian ingenuity devised during 
the reign of sanctions, could not produce 
a fabric as satisfactory as the real thing ; 
and he assumes—so he states in an 
editorial in his latest number—that this 
mild comment is the cause of the Italian 
censor’s wrath. Perhaps, if the editor 
will publish a paragraph of apology, say- 
ing that he did not mean that wool made 
by Providence is better than wool made 
by professors. his offence will be over- 
looked, and his subscribers in the artistic 
city of Florence will be free to feast their 
eyes once more on patterns of Oxford 
bags, Yet we incline to the opinion that 
the ban was pronounced by mistake. It 
cannot have had Signor Mussolini’s 
personal approval. He must have rubber- 
stamped his signature on the decree in a 
moment of divided attention between 
summoning fresh legions to the colours 
and dashing off a few leading articles for 
the Popolo d’ltalia. Never would he 
deliberately condemn the organ of correct 
bourgevis style ; for who is more stringently 
correct than he? What English states- 
man wears tull morning dress with the 
true accent of Stivile Row like the ex- 
Socialist of the Chigi Palace? Hitherto, 
we are sure that Signor Mussolini has 
been the darling of The Tailor and Cutter. 
On the Duce fashion always could rely. 
There never was any danger that he would 
harangue the nation without his spats, 
or brush the nap of his silk hat in the 
wrong direction. - Let Bolsheviks go to 
garden parties in plus-fours, or Socialists 
sit in Parliament in flannels, there was 
still our Benito to safeguard civilisation 
with tails of the proper length. The ban 
that has fallen in Italy would have been 
no surprise in Russia, where the rulers 
wear cloth caps until they indulge in smart 
Homburgs at a picnic, are detected by a 
spy of the Ogpu, and die at dawn, shot 
down as counter-revolutionaries. If The 
Tailor and Cutter circulates under the 
Soviet at all, it is for display, we suppose, 
in anti-God museums, where the livery of 
capitalism is exhibited and ridiculed. 
Not until that organ gives free patterns 
for workmen’s blouses and recommends 
Russian bocts for parlour wear will it be 
thought well of in Leningrad. To-day 
Italy stands in the same galley as Com- 
munism. It has blasphemed against the 
Top Hat, if not the mitre; and somebody 
must be made a scapegoat if Signor 
Mussolini is not to be suspected of a 
plunge in the direction of his Socialist 


past. 
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The Hammer of the North 


Last year the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce appointed a Court of Inquiry 
to investigate wages and conditions of 
labour in the Free State linen and cotton 
industries. ‘The Court has now issued its 
findings, which have little bearing upon 
conditions in the linen industry, but 
suggest substantial changes in those of 
the cotton workers. These recommenda. 
tions have no particular interest to the 
layman ; but, inasmuch as the Free State’s 
textile industries will be among those most 
substantially affected when reunion takes 
place between North and South, he is 
bound to notice everything that pertains 
to their progress. It must be borne in 
mind that all arrangements for the 
advancement of Saorstdt industry . are 
merely temporary, and will be subject to 
great changes in the—we hope, not too 
remote—day when Ireland again becomes 
a nation. Nobody can tell exactly what 
effect that happy event will have upon the 
new, and upon many of the long. 
established, industries of the Saorstat. 
They will be fa to face with competi- 
tion within their own borders—com 
petition, too, which cannot be obliterated 
by the stroke of a Mimister’s pen. We 
see with pleasure that the Court of 
Inquiry recommends a joint council for 
the linen and cotton industry. When 
common-sensé returns to our island, and 
its sundered portions reassume their 
natural unity, there will be need of many 
councils of a similar kind; for the island’s 
economy, while it will become better 
balanced and will approach nearer to self- 
sufficiency in the proper sense, will 
demand the consideration of all manner 
of new problems. .Most of the present 
firms that produce linen and cotton goods 
in the Free State are long established, and 
have held their own previously against the 
pressure of the great Northern factories; 
yet their plight, and the plight of many 
other manufactories, will be very different 
in the new era which please Heaven! is 
approaching. By all means, let the effort 
to place Free State industry on a sound 
and stable basis be maintained: but let us 
not forget that such plans are for an 
interval, rather than for a long future.

France and the Volunteers 


Little haste is being made in the draw 
ing up of the new _ non-interventio. 
agreement in regard to Spain, and it is 
now clear that France intends to insist | 
the withdrawal of volunteers from Spar 
before agreeing to the granting o! 
belligerent rights to the two parti 
Deadlock in the discussions developed « 
Tuesday, after the committee had argue: 
for some time about procedure, and 
became apparent that there were wide 
differences between France, Germany ani 
Italy which cannot be easily bridged. A 
new “way out of the difficulty will have to 
be discovered before progress is made, and 
it is hoped that something in this direction 
will take place at the meeting of the com- 
mittee to-morrow. At present diplomatic 
moves are taking place between London, 
Paris, Rome and Berlin on the subject. 
and there was a rumour this evening t| 
it will be proposed to-morrow that two 
more sub-committees shall be set up, « 
to deal with the belligerent rights 
question, and the other the withdrawal! oi 
volunteers. Agreement on this point would 
solve the problem of which subject should 
be discussed first—belligerent rights or 
volunteers. 


Interest in the Dail 


Interest was displayed here to-day in 
the proceedings in the Dail yesterday, 
when Mr. de Valera was again electe’l 
President of the Executive Council by a 
majority composed of his Labour sup- 
porters. ‘The conclusions drawn are that 
Mr. de Valera intends to persevere with 
his Constitution proposals, and will not 
allow himself to be influenced by outside 
considerations. It was noted. however, 
that as the Ddil stands adjourned for 
some weeks Mr. de Valera will have ampie 
opportunity of giving the fullest considera- 
tion to his plans for the future, and the 
hope was expressed that he will consider 
the advisability of promoting a happier 
feeling with this country in conjunction 
with the other parties in the Dail. A 
few days ago it seemed to politicians here 
that there was a faint possibility that 
something of the kind might come about, 
— there was little of that hope left to- 
ay. 


Crisis in the Labour Party 


A crisis threatening the Parliamentary 
Labour Party was overcome this afternoon, 
when if was decided at a spécia] meeting 
lasting over two hours that it would not vote 
against the Service Estimates next week, 
but to abstain from voting. The executive 
of the party was anxious that its members 
should vote against the estimates, and 
there was a _ prolonged meeting yes- 
terday to discuss the question. The 
executive took up the line that thie 
foreign policy of the Government could he 
trusted, while the opposition contended 
that if the party took a strong line regard- 
ing collective security it had no right to 
oppose re-armament. The difference is pro- 
nounced, but it has arisen every year. 
This, however, is the first time that the 
Executive has had to face a revolt led »y 
one of its own members. Dr. Dalton, the 
member in question, occupies a stronz 
position in “he party, and it is possible 
that his victory over the executive may 
have important results.

The London Transport Board is now 
busy organising a service of mobile 
canteens for omnibus drivers and con- 
ductors These canteens will take tho 
form of double-deck omnibuses with 
kitchens and tables inside and a lounge on 
the top. One has been placed at Kings’ 
Cross in charge of a driver of twenty- 
eight years’ ‘service, who can no longer 
carry’ out ordinary omnibus work. A 
number of mobile canteens will be intro- 
duced at other points, where there is no 
Other facility for refreshment, or where 
the existing service does not come up to 
the standard desired by the Transport 
Board. An amazing quantity. of food is 
consumed by the omnibus staff during the 
year, including three and a quarter 
million cups of tea, five hundred thousand 
Sage of milk, eight hundred and eighty- 

ve thousand meat meals, one and a 
quarter million portions of potatoes, and 
one and a quarter million slices of bread. 
Huge quantities of eggs, bacon and 
sausages also are eaten. 


Old Playing Cards 


The collecting of old playing cards of 
all nations is the unusual hobby of Mr. H. 
B. Bompas, who has just sent his collec- 
tion to Sothebys for sale. Some date from 
the seventeenth century, and the whole 
collection, duly assorted, has been pre- 
served in an extensive series of little card- 
board boxes with glass lids. One pack of 
English heraldic cards, which has survived 
since 1689, lacks the King of Hearts and 
Jack of Spades ; but these have been sup- 
plied. by pen-and-ink facsimiles. Others 
are of all sorts and sizes, representing 
historical, geographical and astronomical! 
— Among old English pictorial 
cards is one showing Defoe in the pillory, 
and there is an unopened pack in its 
original eighteenth century wrapper of the 
set known as the “ Great Mogul.’’ The 
Chinese and Japanese cards are curious. 
One complete set of 200 Japanese cards— 
In two packs of 100 each—-was used for 
playing the game of “ The Hundred 
Poets.’’ One pack is painted with portraits 
of “ the hundred classical poets,” and each 
card contains the beginning of a poem by 
the author portrayed. The other pack 
contains the concluding portions of each 
poem, 


Safety Belts 


The Air Ministry is shortly to make new 
regulations with regard to the provision 
of safety belts in British aircraft. . At 
present a safety belt must be provided 
“for each person, including the pilot, 
carried in an open cockpit, and for the 
pilot or pilots, whether carried in an open 
cockpit or not.” In future in all machines 
flying normally a safety belt must be 
available for every seat provided in the 
machine for use by persons when perform- 
ing the duty of piloting the machine, and 
a. ten for every other seat provided 
in the machine, In “ stunt ” machines 
safety harness must be carried for every 
seat provided in the machine.

TWO BOATS TO BE USED 


As already announced in the Irish 
Times, July 29th is the scheduled date for 
the next flight, another taking place a 
fortnight later. 

Cambria, the second of the long-range 
flying-boats of Imperial Airways, will 
share with the Caledonia the task of 
completing these survey flights. Captain 
G. J. Powell, who piloted the Cambria 
on its tests off the Shannon earlier this 
year, will command the Cambria on the 
trans-Atlantic journeys. As far as 
possible the crews of the flying-boats will 
be changed around in order to give as 
many as possible of the flying personnel 
of Impecial Airways experience of 
Atlantic flying conditions. 

At the present time the Cambria is 
standing by at Lisbon for trial journeys 
over the Azores route—the course to be 
flown during the winter. I understand, 
however, that direction-finding equipment 
has not yet been installed at the Azores. 


DUBLIN’S NEW AIRPORT 


Landplane flights by the D.H. Albatross, 
which is now undergoing trials, may ex- 
tend this year’s flying if Hattie’s Camp, 
Newfoundland’s new airport, is ready for 
use by the autumn. If a runway is pre- 
pared at Collinstown, Dublin’s new civil 
airport, by that time, the Albatross will 
take off from there. 

The third proposed solution to the ques- 
tion as to the best type of aircraft for 
use across the Atlantic—the Mayo Com- 
posite Aircraft—is nearing completion at 
Rochester, Kent. Its construction was 
delayed because of the more urgent need 
to deliver flying-boats to Imperial Air- 
ways for the Empire services. The lower 
component, a large flying-boat similar td 
the “ Empire ” type, but modified for its 
strange ‘‘ pick-a-back ” task, is virtually 
ready for tests. Final work on the in- 
stallation ot the engines of the upper com- 
ponent, a smaller four-engined float sea- 
plane, is proceeding rapidly. . Following 
full trials of the two units as separate 
aircraft, the combined flying, culminat- 
ing in mid-air launches of the seaplane 
from the back of the flying-boat, will take 
place. At the present rate of progress 
these trials will take place towards the 
end of next month. 


MAIL CARRIERS 


The design of the flying-boats to carry 
mails across the Atlantic is well advanced. 
These will have a total ajl-up weight of 
nearly forty tons, and at least one of 
them should be ready for operation next 


year. 


Deutsche Lufthansa, the German” air 
line, is to undertake eight trial flights 
across the North Atlantic between ‘Frank 
furt and Port Washington during August 
and September. As in previous trials, 
the machines will be launehed from 
special catapult ships, one probably being 
stationed at the Azores. 

Another organisation which will be 
competing with the joint British-Free 
State-Canadian Company and  Pan- 
American Airways for supremacy on the 
trans-Atlantic airway is Air France- 
Transatlantique, a new State-controlled 
French company. This organisation is to 
establish a direct Paris-New York service, 
and is now testing out a six-engined 
Latécoére flying-boat in preparation for a 
survey flight across the North Atlantic.

Italian circles in London declare that 
Italy has no intention of refusing to 
discuss the withdrawal of volunteers, and 
Count Grandi, in his talk with Mr. Eden 
on Wednesday, is understood to have ex 
plained that the Italian attitude was not 
nme by a desire to shelve this ques 
ion. 

In the Italian view, it is necessary to 
ascertain what measure of agreement can 
be reached on every point in the British 
proposals before an approach can usefully 
be made to the two parties in Spain. 

It is furthe: declared in Italian circles 
that the grant of belligerent rights is a 
method of strengthening the control 
system, on which there is already agree- 
ment in principle, and should, therefore, 
logically precede the withdrawal of volun 
teers as a subject of discussion. 


POSSIBILITIES 


But the Italian view does not exclude 
the possibility of a compromise. The Sub- 
Committee might, for instance, agree, 
after opening the discussions on several 
points, to continue them concurrently at 
meetings held twice a day. 

There is no support, however, for the 
suggestion that the proposals should be 
referred to a number of technical sub- 
committees, as agreement in principle 
must be reached by the representatives 
themselves before the various questions 
can be put in the hands of technical 
experts. 

As the next meeting of the Sub- 
Committee will inevitably be taken up 
with discussions on the new procedure, 
examination of the proposals themselves 
will, in spite of Lord Plymouth’s appeal 
for speed, again be delayed.

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EFFECT OF INSURANCE

f: MINENT medical men spoke on a 

variety of subjects at the meet- 
ings in the Queen’s University here 
to-day of the scientific sections of the 
British Medical Association’s annual 
meeting. 

Neurological and _ psychiatric 
aspects of mental disorders following 
accidents provided a wide field for a 
discussion, in which the effect of 
blows in boxing was given special 
attention, and the influence of the 
insurance habit in causing prolonga- 
tion of mental disorders was stressed. 

In this connection the mentality of 
juries dealing with compensation 
cases was referred to, and it was 
suggested that technical terms in 
neurology and psychological medicine 
frequently led to a muddle in assess- 
ing the extent of mental injury. It 
was also stated that early compensa- 
tion often meant rapid recovery. 

With the growth in the incidence of 
accident and the development of the in- 
surance habit, the commonest functional 
sequel to head injury was compensation 
hysteria, declared Dr. F. E. Pilkington, 
London, in a discussion on “ Mental 
Manifestations of Head Injury,” and a 
paper by Dr. J. Purdon Martin, London, 
on “ Neurological Aspects.” There was a 
danger, he said, of compensation hysteria 
becoming epidemic. 

Professor E. Mapother, London, who 
opened the discussicn, commented on the 
absence of proper statistics relating to 
mental disorders resulting from head 
injuries. It was certain, he said, that 
minor cases were increasing largely, 
perhaps as a result of compensation being 
so widely available. 


INSURANCE AND RECOVERY 


Dr. J. P. Martin, in his paper, referred 
to cases of patients who were arrested for 
being drunk, and told the story of a man 
who was knocked unconscious by a blow 
in the face while on his way to have a 
fight with another man. Amnesia began 
five minutes before the blow was struck, 
and he was taken to hospital, where he 
showed no sign of mental activity while 
his lip was stitched; but when conscious- 
ness returned he became violent and was 
arrested for being drunk. The next morn- 
ing he was produced in court, stuporous, 
irritable and abusive, and while he was 
still quite unconscious he was lectured by 
the magistrate and bound over. Among 
the working classes the difficulty of obtain- 
ing fair compensation gave rise to much 
genuine anxiety on the part of patients, 
and, althovg!. they might be inclined to 
scoff at them, there were cases where dis- 
orders were prolonged in order to obtain 
compensation. 

Dr. Pilkington stated that the per- 
centage of recovery in cases of mental 
disorder following accidents was very much 
increased, but examination indicated that 
in many cases there remained defects, such 
as changes of personality or impaired 
memory. In many cases where insurance 
arose the correct procedure was to urge 
immediate and final settlement by an 
adequate lump sum settlement; that had 
been proved over and over again to be the 
right course. No proof of that was so 
convincing as a comparison between the 
recovery rates in Denmark and Germany. 
In Denmark, where lump sum settlements 
were the rule at an early stage, ninety- 
four per cent. recovered; but in Germany, 
where the patient was entitled only to a 
pension, only nine per cent, got well. 

Speaking of mental changes in children, 
Dr. H. Hilton Stewart, Belfast, said that 
the symptoms of compensation neuras- 
thenia were usually suggested by the 
parents. Mental changes following head 
injuries were infrequent in Belfast, and 
during the last five years there was only 
one case. 


WHY GENE TUNNEY 
RETIRED 


The reason for Gene Tunney’s retire- 
ment from the ring, according to Dr. C. 
Winterstein, London, was fear of a re-. 
currence of amnesia which he experienced 
during his second fight with Dempsey for 
the world’s championship. The conse- 
eee of head injuries in boxing were 

ivided into two groups—the effect of a 
single punch and the effect of blows over 
a number of years. The typical “ knock- 
out’’ was produced by a blow which landed 
half an inch on either side of the tip of 
the jaw. 

Dr. Winterstein told stcries of amnesia 
in boxers, of a man who remembered the 
fourth round, but forgot all about the 
remainder of the fight, and, having re- 
turned to consciousness after he had got 
home, began to wonder whether he had 
won or not. There was the case of another 
boxer knocked down for a short count in 
the first round, who recovered when under 
the shower, to be told he had won on a 
technical knock-out, ‘‘ having fought more 
like a fighter than the bexer he usually 
was.” Another boxer, who remembered 
winning his fight up to the fifth round, 
recovered consciousness in the dressing- 
room; but, afraid of being considered 
stupid, waited for the paper the next 
morning to learn th: result. He had won, 
The majority of “ punch-drunk ”’ boxers 
were definitely of low mentality, and low

factorin acquiring “ punch-drunkenness,’’ 
In many cases of brilliant boxers the 
result of blows over years brought about 
deterioration long afterwards. It was the 
fighter type, rather than the boxer, who 
usually ended in “ punch-drunkenness.”’ 


AIRMEN MUST NOT SQUINT 


The proportion of squinters has been 
found to increase from 1.9 per cent. in the 
f“ best class to 3.5 per cent. in the 
poorest, and most ophthalmic surgeons 
found squint commoner in children attend- 
ing school clinics and hospitals than in 

rivate patients, said Mr. W. H. 
IcMullen, F.R.C.S., consulting ophthalmic 
surgeon at Charing Cross Tossa. 
London, speaking “Squint and 
Heterophoria.’’ 

Squint in some cases, he said, might be 
a functional nervous disorder comparable 
to a hysterical pose. The question of 
heredity was closely linked to that of 
nervous or psychological factors, Onset of 
squint often was attributed to fright, a 
fall, or other nervous shock. Little 
amblyopia—diminution of sight—probably 
would occur in squint if every child 
affected were treated competently within a 
few weeks after the appearance of squint. 
The development of squint had not yet 
been explained satisfactorily. 

The danger of squint in air pilots was 
spoken of by Wing-Commander P. C. 
Livingston, Royal Air Force consultant in 
ophthalmology. He said that a disease 
that might severely affect safe aerial 
manoeuvre owas _ heterophoria — latent 
. sguint. 

Two things, he said, for ever preyed on 
one in the innumerable occupations of 
modern life. One was the call for pro- 
longed concentration at close range, the 
other a natural worry about the eventual 
outcome of one’s activities. When the pilot 
of an aeroplane suffered from heterophoria 
it affected his landings, high and low 
approaches usually becoming mixed. 


A HINT FOR FATHERS 


Several interesting papers were read in 
the section upon nutrition, including one 
by Sir Robert M‘Carrison, LL.D., 
F.R.C.P, (Major-General, I.M.S., re- 
tired). 

Dame Louise M‘Ilroy, D.B.E., LL.D., 
M.D., D.Sc., F.R.C.P., in a paper on 
nutrition, said the reduction of maternal 
mortality had now become a national 
responsibility, and if further progress 
was to be made much more attention must 
be paid to nutritional defects in the diet 
of the expectant mother. 

Sir Francis Fremantle, M.P., said 
expectant mothers should receive a proper 
amount of rest. ‘‘ Fathers,’’ he declared. 
“should be advised to take a great deal 
of the domestie burdens off their wives’ 
shoulders. They should be taught the 
moment they entered the house they were 
not to sink into a chair and expect every- 
thing to be done for them. 

_In a paper on “ The Treatment of 
Heart Failure,” Dr. Crighton Bramwell, 
M.A., M.D., F.R.C.P., Manchester, said 
the reserve of the healthy hgart was 
amply sufficient to meet all Pir ish en 
In the trained athlete during severe 
physical exertion the heart was able to 
increase its output sixteenfold. In 
patients with advanced heart failure it 
was unable to satisfy the requirements of 
the body, even at rest. Between these 
two extremes all intermediate degrees of 
cardiac efficiency and insufficiency might 
be observed in health and disease. 


RELIGION AND THE 
PROFESSION

PRIEST’S SERMON TO 
MEMBERS 


The criticisms of modern theorists in 
regard to the relations between the Church 
and science were spoken of by the Ver) 
Rev, Dr. Arthur H. Ryan, D.D., D.Ph.. 
in a sermon to members of the British 
Medical Association who attended Solemn 
High Mass (Coram Pontifice) at St. 
Patrick’s, Donegall street, Belfast, the 
Bishop of Down and Connor (Most Rev. 
Dr. Mageean) presiding. 

Dr. Rvan said that the close alliance 
between the Church and the medical pro 
fession—and nowhere was it closer than 
in Belfast—seemed to him a particularly 
apt illustration of that interpretation of 
the supernatural and the natural, which 
was the essence of the Catholic life. The 
doctor’s ministrations to life in the 
natural sphere ran parallel to those of 
the priest in the DEIS sphere. 
Theorists had prattled a good deal in 
recent years on the antagonism of science 
and religion; but those theories, like so 
many others, broke down at the first touch 
with reality, and never looked so drab 
and fanciful as at a bedside of birth or 
death. 

One of the most frequent suggestions 
was that it was impossible to reconcile 
the Church’s teachings on the power of 
prayer with medi¢al reliance on the power 
of science. They would remember John 
Morley’s gibe that there was not much 
good in praying for rain if the wind was 
in the East! or the cynical suggestion of 
Huxley that, in order to demonstrate the 
futility of prayer, it was sufficient to 
divide the patients in a hospital, and let 
one half be attended by doctors and the 
other half be prayed over by clergymen, 
and compare the clinical results. 


RIDICULOUS CONCEPT 

But such ideas were based on a ridiculous 
concept of God and of the nature of 
prayer. They were as childish as the 
challenge of Ingersoll that if God did not 
strike him dead in five minutes it would 
prove that He did not exist; as futile as 
the experiment of Frederick IL., who 
hermetically sealed up a Moor in a barrel 
for a fortnicht, and when nothing flew out 
when the lid was removed came to the 
conclusion that there was-no such a thing 
as a soul. The idea that the Omnipotent 
Lord of Life and Death could be forced 
by childish taunts into competing with 
His creatures just to show that He could 
beat them revealed a concept of God con- 
siderably lower than that of the Bantus. 

Huxley and Morley might have remem- 
bered that when the cynical Herod had 
Christ before him and sought amusement 
from a miracle, Christ was silent, and 
they mocked Him. So with Ingersoll and 
Huxley, God’s silence was too deep for 
their comprehension, and they mocked 
Him. 
- Continuing, Dr. Ryan said that he was 
far from suggesting that Christians had 
not been presumptuous from time to time 
in hoping for miraculous intervention 
without taking any natural means to 
realise their ai that some of their 
less-instructed faithful seemed to prefer 
miniature holy pictures in the baby’s 
milk, or similar superstitions, to the 
recommendations of the doctors. But no 
one could accuse the Church of pandering 
to that mentality. 


THE FAITH OF PASTEUR 


The Church, indeed, counselled prayer 
‘always, and had unlimited confidence in 
the goodness and mercy of God. She 
knew that miracles never had been absent 
from the Divine dispensation. She knew that 
no human science could never sound the 
immensity of God’s plans. She made her 
own the answer of her great son, Lous 
Pasteur, who, when he was asked how it 
was that he, who knew so much about 
science; had still the faith of a Breton 
peasant, answered that if he knew all 
there could ever be known about science 
he would likely have the faith of a Breton 
it’s mother. “ eee 

“If there are cases of superstition and 
credulity,’ said Dr. Ryan, “ they cannot 
be laid at the door of the Church, and, 
in any ease, they are far rarer in the 
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Catholic body than in the alleged circles 
of enlightenment, where crystal-gazing, 
astrology, spiritism, or the measurement 
of the Great Pyramid are sup to 
hold the solutions of all the p of 
universe,’’ | 

The Church prayed earnestly for the 
success and fruitfulness of their great 
Medical Association. Having throughout 
her history been the greatest of all hospital 
builders, and having through her children 
from St, Luke to the days of Pasteur and 
Mendel, contributed enormously to medica] 
science, she gladly invoked God’s blessing 
on their deliberations, knowing that every 
step forward by a service which ministered 
to the welfare of humanity was a gift of 
true Christian charity to that brother- 
hood of man of which Jesus Christ 
Himself was the first born. 


THE PROGRESS OF 
TEMPERANCE 
SS WE 
SOME INTERESTING 
FIGURES 


Speaking at the annual breakfast for mem- 
bers of the B.M.A. in the Students’ Union, 
Queen’s University, Dr. Courtenay C. Weeks, 
M.R.S.8.; L.R.C.P., direetor of the National 
Temperance League, stated that since 1915 
there had been almost a fifty per cent re- 
duction in the consumption of absolute 
alcohol in alcohol beverages. i 

Convictions for drunkenness, he said, had 
declined from 280,000 to 50,000. Certifiable 
alcoholic insamity due to drink had fallen 
from twenty-five per cent, to six per cent., 
while during the last thirty-five years the use 
of alcohol in hospitals had dropped from 
an average of fifty-fiive teaspoonfuls of brandy 
per patient to less than five, effecting a 
saving of at least £282,000. 

The immediate position, however, was not 
so encouraging. In 1952 the campaign to 
instil beer-drinking habits into millions of 
young men was initiated. Widespread and 
unscrupulous advertising, relaxation of restric- 
tions, and efforts, legal and educational, 
together with some increased prosperity, had 
resulted in increased consumption of liquor, 
a collateral increase in convictions for 
drunkenness, some increase in certain forms of 
immorality associated with drink, and some 
increase in drink, caused cruelty to children. 

in that connection, a grave and pressing 
responsibility lay at the door of the medical 


profession, because a material increase in the. 


consumption of beverage alcohol: was bound 
to militate against national fitness. It was 
the upper social and professional classes of 
the country which had the heaviest death 
rate from cirrhosis of .the liver and 
alcoholism. 

During the past forty years they. had 
decreased spirit consumption by about eighty 
per cent., and France had decreased her’s by 
forty-three per cent; they had decreased beer 
by forty per cent., but France had increased 
her consumption of beer.

DOCTOR’S WARNING 
TO POLITICIANS

INTERFERENCE WITH 
HEALTH QUESTIONS 
From Our REPORTER. 
BELFAST, Thursday Night. 


A warning to politicians not to interfere 
with health questions on which the medical 
profession had not already given its opinion 
was uttered to-night by Sir Ka re le Fleming, 
Chairman of the Council of the Britis 
Medical Association, speaking at the dinner 
to the Association in the Kmg’s Hall of the 
Royal Ulster Agricultural Society’s premises, 
Balmoral, Belfast. Over two thousand guests, 
including public men and doctors from Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and the Dominions, 
were present. Professor R, J. Johnstone, 
M.P., President of the Association, presided. 

Sir Kaye le Fleming, who was respondin 
to the toast of ‘‘The British Medic 
Association,” said that the health of the 
Association never was better than. now. It 
had never made any distinction between the 
welfare of the public and that of the pro- 
fession, They watched with jealous eye the 
development of health services in the country, 
and of late years they had been rather con- 
cerned Jest they should see a tendency to draw 
health questions into the political arena before 
they were fully matured. 

“We profess to pay lip service at vy! rate 
to the idea of a co-ordinated system of health 
services,’ he said. It is not in the public 
interest that health matters should receive 
the attention of our politicians with a view to 
action until such questions have been well 
matured in the medical mind and our views 
are before the politicians. If politicians step 
in where doctors would be inclmed to tread 
with caution, piecemeal legislation, while pos- 
sibly satisfying political demands and public 
alarm, will not serve the health mterests of 
this country as a whole. 


MORE LEISURE 


He spoke of the development of industrial 
life and said that the problem of the enjoy- 
ment of leisure seemed to become more pro- 
minent. Industrial conditions pointed to the 
day when all sections of the popelsston, ex- 
cept, perhaps, the doctors, could look for- 
ward to greater leisure, and it was, surely, 
the highest test of education to secure the 
proper use of leisure. 

The Marquess of Londonderry, replying to 
the toast of ‘‘The City of Belfast and Queen’s 
University,’’ expressed their pride at having 
the British Medical Association in the memor- 
able year of the Coronation. He appealed 
for a wider appreciation of the universities 
and what they stood for. They spent enor- 
mous sums of money on elementary and 
secondary education, but they did not attach 
proper valne to the real corner stone of 
education—the universities. 

Mr. J. M. Andrews, Minister of Finance, 
in proposing the toast of “ The Association,”’ 
Sp a tribute to the medical profession in 

‘orthern Ireland for the manner in which 
they had co-operated with the Government 
in their medical benefit scheme. The Empire 
was the Empire no matter in what portion 
of it they lived. They were united in many 
ideas : the ideas of loyalty to their Sovereign, 
to his throne, to the constitution of the 
various principles of the Empire; and they 
were drawn together by love of that liberty 
and justice which existed wherever the 
Empire flag was flown,

Legacies received by the institution from 
the late Mr. L. W, Rignall, of. Hampstead, 


‘London; the late Miss M. 8. Phillips, of 


Bristol, and the late Miss M. A. Butterworth 
of Royton, Lancashire, have been used 
towards the cost of this boat, which amounted 
to £8,000, 

The new lifeboat is of the Watson cabin 
type, 46 feet long, and weighing nearly 20 
tons. She is divided into seven water-tight 
compartments, and is fitted with 142 air-cases. 
She has twin screws, and is driven by two 
40 h.p. Diesel engines. The engine-room is 
a water-tight compartment, and each engine 
Is itself water-tight, so that it would con- 
tinue running even if the engine-room were 
flooded. Her speed is 8} knots, and she can 
travel over 200 miles at full speed without 
refuelling. She can take 95 people on board 
in rough weather, has a line-thypwing gun 
and a searchlight, and is lighted throughout 
with electricity. 


THE SERVICE IN IRELAND 


Ireland has now 19 motor life boats and 2 
ulling and sailing, and since 1850 her life- 

ats have rescued 3, As many as 30! 
medals have been won by Trish life boatmen, 
of which 19 have been the V.C. of the Sea, 
the gold medal of the Royal National Life 
boat, Institution. 

The Irish life-boat service has a wonder- 
ful history and great traditions. Tke cost 
of maintaining the Irish life boats last year 
was £10,000, of which the sum of £6,047 
was subscribed by the Irish people The 
people of Ireland are justly prond of their 
life boats and the crews that man them. 

The Howth life boat station was estab- 
lished in 1824, and was taken over by the 
Institution in 1862. | Since that date there 
have been fifty service launches resulting in 
the rescue of 98 lives. Six silver and two 
bronze medals have been awarded to mem- 
bers of the crew at Howth. - 

Since 1824, in 113 years, the Life boat 
Institution has given rewa for rescue 
fram shipwreck round the coast of Great 
Britain and Ireland of over 65,200 lives, and 
those figures represeftt only the men and 
women actually saved from destruction. 
Reckoned in terms of families, dependents, 
friends, it can be seen that they represent 
an almost incalculable number of people who 
have been saved by the life boat from sorrow 
and suffering. 


A VOLUNTARY SERVICE 


The most remarkable thing about the life- 
boat service is that it is.voluntary. The 
crews earn their living in other ways, and, 
when the call comes, voluntarily accept as the 
duty of those who live on the coast the hard- 
ships ‘and perils of the service. The life. 
boat stations are administered by voluntary

Funds to maintain the wonderful standard 
of efficiency are always needed, and it is

They have accepted an amend- 
ment on a not unimportant matter of pro- 
cedure, but they remain pledged in prin- 
ciple to carry out the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission for the division of 
Palestine into an Arab and a Jewish 
Staté, “with a neutral area left in British 
hands. ‘There could be no question,

nor Commons could 
come an admission that the policy pursued 
for nearly nineteen years had failed in 
its object, but it came of the conviction 
that no satisfactory alternative to parti- 
tion has yet been discovered, 

The Government are right in paying 
attention, adds The Times, to the view 
that some of the issues involved in the 
partition scheme required fuller study 
than they have yet received, but they will 
be well advised to leave no doubt that they 
mean to follow resolutely the broad con- 
clusions of the Royal Commission’s report. 
Their statement of policy has shown 
already that they propose to lay the case 
for the revision of the mandate for 
Palestine before the League of Nations 
(represented at first by the Mandates 
Commission), and ask for its permission 
to give effect to the scheme to which they 
adhere in principle. They will explain 
their difficulties at Geneva as fully as the 
Royal Commission has explained them to 
the King and Pariament. They will show 
that events have compelled them to admit 
the existence of an irreconcilable conflict 
between Jewish and Arab aspirations 
in Palestine, that these aspirations can- 
not be satisfied under the terms of the 
present mandate, and that partition on 
the general lines recommended by the 
Commission represents the best, if not the 
only, solution of the deadlock. Mean- 
while, they are resolved to maintain 
peace, order and good government im 
Palestine, to suppress any serious dis- 
orders by force of arms, to prohibit any 
land transactions which might prejudice 
the proposed scheme of partition and, for 
the time being, to restrict Jewish immi- 
gration. Their policy is, and must con- 
tinue to be. based upon the conclusions of 
the Palestine Commission. It is the only 
possible preparation for a final settlement, 
bringing with it, in the words of the Com- 
mission, the inestimable boon of peace. 
Any deviation from it would open the door 
to infinite intrigue and to a host of 
troubles worse than those which Palestine 
has yet endured.

He said he was a “specialist doctor,” and 
would cure her husband perfectly within a 
month, and that he had an ulcerated stomach. 
He sent him a small jar of medicine. He 
said that he could not cure him for £1, but 
would cure him perfectly for £5. She paid 
defendant £6 10s. in all. Her husband died 
in a month, 

Questioned by Mr. J. J. Bolger, solicitor 
for the defence, witness said that Dr. Delaney 
(dispensary doctor) had attended her husband 
about twelve months previously. She believed 
that Reilly was a doctor. e said himself 
that he was “ n perfect doctor.” 

Detective Mulrooney stated that he saw 
Reilly at Market square, Enniscorthy, with 
doctors’ instruments spread out on a table. 
He had examined the British and Irish 
Medical Registers for the name of any 
Dr. O'Reilly that would answer to. the 
description of defendant, but found none. He 
heard Reilly say to his audience that he was 
Doctor Lawrence J. O'Reillys, the only 
herbalist doctor in the British Isles, and that 
he had taken out his degrees. 

Guard Fergus stated that at Blackwater 
Fair, Reilly was handing rounds drinks ot 
medicine to anyone who would take them, 
and announced that he spent the last four 
years of his medical career in the College 
of Surgeons, Edinburgh. He made references 
to coroner's verdicts, and said that patent 
medicines caused eardiac failure. 

Mr. Bolger, solicitor, said that while every- 
one must have sympathy with Mrs, Freeman, 
whose husband had died, he suggested that 
her evidence was not reliable evidence, that 
she had contradicted herself, and that it 
gt not be safe to convict defendant upon 
it. 7 


TREATMENTS ANALYSED 


The defendant stated that he was born in 
Clonmellon, Co, Westmeath, and worked at 
home until he was 19 years, when he -went 
to Dublin. He joined the National Army in 
1922, and left it in 1930.

BOY'S DEATH ON SOUTH 
CIRCULAR ROAD 


A jury of nine yesterday returned a 
verdict of death from hemorrhage, following 
a fracture of the skull, at an inquest held in 
Steevens’s Hospital, Dublin,- on Jeremiah 
Costello (23), Rialto Buildings, South Cir- 
cular road, who died in the hospital on Wed- 
nesday after being struck near his home the 
previous day by a motorcycle. __.. 

Eight of the jurymen added a rider to the 
effect that the motor cyclist—Patrick Ryan 
(22), of 135 Keogh square, Dublin—was negli- 
get.t, because the machine had no horn, They 
signed the verdict and rider, but the ninth 
juryman dissented from the rider. : 
Ryan, a labourer, who elected to give evi- 
dence after having been cautioned, stated 
that two boys ran out from the pavement 
close in front of him. To swerve either way 
would have meant hitting one of them, for 
one ran across the road and the other turned 
back. After he had struck the boy he “' got 
excited’’ and lost control of the machine. 
When he regained control he pulled up and 
did everything he could to assist the boy. 

In reply to Inspector Murphy (represent- 
ing the Civic Guards), Ryan said that the 
machine, which was his property, was not in- 
sured or taxed. He had no horn; neither 
had he a driving licence. He used the motor 
cycle only when he was late for work. He 
sold “the tax, insurance and licence ” with 
his previous motor cycle. 

Christopher Murphy, Rialto Cottages, said 
that the machine had been travelling “ fairly 
fast.’’ The child ‘‘ trotted’’ across the road 
about two yards in front of it; the rider 
swerved to the right and the child was struck. 
The Deputy City Coroner (Dr. J. P. Shanley), 
after further evidence, said that the fact 
that the motor cycle was not insured or 
taxed and that the rider had no driving 
licence did not prove carelessness or negli- 
ence. The question of the cycle having no 
orn was a matter for the jury to consider.

CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH 


The Chairman said :—I have much pleasure 
in proposing the adoption of the directors’ 
report for the year ended 30th April last and 
of the balance sheet and profit and loss 
account which are appended thereto. A copy 
of the report and accounts was furnished to 
each shareholder last month. and, with your 
permission, I will take the report as read.

The trading profit for the year under re- 
view—namely, £287,935—has been arrived at 
after charging all manufacturing and sellin 
expenses and directors’ remuneration an 
after providing for taxation, and is a proxi- 
mately £17, higher than that of the pre- 
vious year. This increase is partly attribut- 
able to the larger quantity of beet worked 
and the —. sugar content of the 1936 
crop, though these have been offset to some 
extent by the recent reduction in the price 
of sugar to which I shall, later on, have 
occasion to allude. At our meeting last July, 
I explained the necessity for the provision 
made in the 1935-36 accounts for depreciation 
of premises and plant, and you will observe 
that, in the aecounts before you, a like pro- 
vision of over £148,000 has again been made. 
Debenture stock interest amounting to

carried forward will be £52,030—i.e., £5,637 
more than was brought forward. 


THE SUGAR STOCK 


With regard to the balance sheet, there 
are but few items which call for comment. 
I mentioned a year ago that no further issue 
of capital was contemplated, and the amount 
ef issued share and Joan capital remains the 
same. More sugar was manufactured last 
eee and there was, therefore, a larger 
stock on hand and to finance at the close of 
the accounting year, The reserve for sinking 
fund and general purposes has progressively 
increased. The liabilities in respect of sundry 
creditors, including bank overdraft, reserve, 
etc., at £521,411 are, however, jess by 
£150,960 than in the previous balance sheet. 
The liability of £15, for debenture interest 
was, of course, discharged on the due date— 
namely, Ist May last. On the other side 
of the balance bhua, you will find stock-in- 
trade, which, of course, includes the larger 
stock of sugar to which I have alread 
referred, valued at £931,003, is up by £21,775. 
mention. 
that the changes in sugar duties, which be- 
came ‘effective on 1st June Igst, involved a 
reduction on and from that date of 1s. 2d. 
per cwt. in. your company’s sale price, and 
this reduction is reflected in the valuation 
placed on the stock of sugar in hand at the 
date of the balance sheet. The usual seasonal 


has taken place since the date of the accounts 
under. review. Save when changes in ‘duties 
and price are imminent, sugar goes into con- 
sumption with remarkable uniformity month 
by month, and the realisation of your com- 
pany’s sugar stock proceeds with the same 
regularity. . Though the balance sheet shows 
only £105 cash on hands on 30th April last, 
the bank overdraft, which was of a temporary 
and seasonal nature, was paid off shortly 
after the close of the accounting year, and 
your company’s liquid assets then again be- 
came represented by actual cash in place of 
sugar. 

The total quantity of beet, in terms of 
washed and crowned roots, delivered under 
contract by 350,062 farmers to your four 
factories last campaign, was 590,311 tons, an 
increase of 27,137 tons as compared with the 
previous campaign. The deliveries repre- 
sented the produce of 57,608 statute acres. 
The average yield, in terms of factory 
weight, was 10.25 tons per statute acre, as 
against a corresponding figure of 10.38 tons 
for the 1935 crop. The 1936 yield, par- 
ticularly on heavy low-] ing soils, was 
adversely: affected y the high rainfall .ex- 
lye an Jast summer. Weather conditions 
ast autumn and early winter were, however, 
more favourable to the ripening of beet than 
were those experienced in the two previous 
Seasons, and the average sugar content of 
the entire deliveries. to your factories last 
campaign was 17.5 per cent., while that of 
the 1935.36 deliveries was 17.17 per cent. The 
more favourable conditions for the harvesting 
of the. 1936 crop were reflected also in the 
smaller tare, for the average tare last cam- 
“ee was 8.65 per cent. as compared with 
173 per cent. in the 1935-36 campaign, ‘T'he

THE BEET GROWERS 


From the particulars which I have already 
given it will be observed that in this 
country the average acreage per grower is 
less than two acres, In other beet-growing 
countries the individual growers cultivate 
much larger areas. In Great Britain, for 
example, the corresponding figure is eight 
acres, and. while your company had Jast year 
just over 50,000 growers for less than 60,000 
acres of beet for delivery to four factories, 
the British Sugar Corporation, which 
operates eighteen factories, had only 40,000 
pi for well over 300,000 acres of beet. 
mention these facts as an indication of the 
relatively larger volume of work which devolves 
on your agricultural and factory office staffs 
in connection with the supervision of crops, 
the making of advances, the organisation of 
the regular daily supply of beet to the 
factories throughout the campaign, the return 
of pulp to growers, and correspondence with 
growers and payment of their accounts.

tions proceeded normally and smoothly 
throughout the campaign. This indicates 
that your managerial and technical 
staffs maintained the plant and machinery in 
good condition and that they operated it 
efficiently. Because of the larger quantity 
of beet worked last season and of” the superior 
sugar content of the beet, a larger quantity 
of sugar was manufactured, the total pro- 
duction, in terms of white sugar, for the 
1959-37 campaign being 86,314 tons, as 
against 78,911 tons in the previous campaign. 

On Ist August iast both Customs and 
Excise duties on white sugar were reduced 
by 2s. 4d. per cwt.—i.e., by a farthing per 
lb.—and your company's sale price and also, 
in turn, the retailer's price, were reduced to 
the like extent, When, however, the Excise 
duty was further reduced by ls. 2d. per 
cwt.—i.e., by one-eighth of a penny per 1b.— 
on Ist June last your company agreed to 
reduce their sale price by 2s. 4d. per ewt., or 
a farthing per Jb. Since our last meetin 
the wholesale and retail prices of sveadabal 
sugar have, therefure, been reduced by a half- 
penny per lb. Your company’s terms and 
conditions relative to the sale of sugar have 
not, however, been materially altered in other 
respects 

ou will recollect that, under the pro- 

visions of the Sugar (Control of Imports) 
Act, 1936, your company has, since May, 
1936, been charged with the import of all 
the sugar required to supplement home pro- 
duction. This branch of your company's 
business has heen operated smoothly and 
efficiently. I should, however, again remind 
you that all profits accruing to your company 
from the sale of imported sugar have to be 
remitted to the Government. No import of 
cube sugar will be necessary this season, and, 
as a result of the larger output of your 
factories last season, a smaller quantity of 
imported granulated sugar will be required 
to meet the needs of the home market up to 
the beginning of next campaign. I would 
call attention to the fact that your company’s 
wholesale price for imported granulated sugar 
is identical with that for Irish granulated. 
There is, therefore, no justification whatever 
for imported granulated sugar of any make 
or grade being retailed at a higher price than 
is charged for the corresponding product of 
Irish manufacture, 


THIS YEAR’S CROP 


I will now advert to a few matters which 
relate to the current accountin year or 
which are of a general nature. The acreage 
of beet allotted under contract last spring 
was 60,484. An increased acreage was 
allotted in the Carlow factory district, from 
which applications for acreage were far in 
excess of the area available. Arrangements 
have, therefore, been made for the transfer, 
in due course, of some of the produce from 
the Carlow district to the Mallow and 
Thurles factories, and, as a result of this 
diversion, the Carlow, Mallow and Thurles 
factories will each receive during the coming 
campaign the produce of such acreage as, in 
& normal year, represents a full quota of 
beet, The weather last spring, was un- 
favourable to the preparation of the land 
either for beet or for other root crops, and 
particularly so in the case of the heavier or 
stronger soils. Some growers were, there- 
fore not able to prepare their land for the 
sowing of their full contracted acreages of 
beet before the season was too far advanced 
with the result that the final return o 
acreage grown will probably be below the 
contracted acreage. bp to a fortnight or so 
ago the condition of the 1937 crop was not 
as promising as that of the 1936 crop at the 
corresponding date. This was due to. late 
sowing, which, as I have already indicated, 
was unavoidable, and also to damage caused 
in many parts of the country, and, I regret 
to say, throughout the Tuam factory district, 
by an attack of the mangel or beet fly shortly 
after the crop had brairded. Though the 
infested crops made a good recovery, their 
growth was seriously retarded, 

Lhe mangel or beet fly, which is of annual 
Occurrence in our mangel and beet crops, 
does not usually attack the plants in their 
very early stages of growth, as it did this 
year, and its injurious effects on more ad- 
vanced crops have not generally been of a 
very significant nature. As compared with 
other countries, we have been singularly free 
from insect and fungoid ee pests of a 
serious nature, and you will share my hope 
that there will be no such intensive attack 
of the beet fly next season. It is reassuring 
to know that in other countries the beet 
fly has caused but little damage in the season 
following one in which it was very prevalent 
in the early and subsequent stages of the 
crop. The entomologists’ explanation of this 
is that, in a year when the pest is extremely 
prevalent, the parasites of the pest get, so 
to speak, the upper hand.The current season’s 


merce under | 


crop has benefited from the warmer weather 
which we have experienced during the past 
fortnight or so, and the outlook for a satis 
factory yield is now much more promising. 
The realisation of that promise depends, of 
course, almost entirely on the nature of the 
weather during the coming few weeks, 


THE TECHNICIANS 


At previous meetings, I have referred to 
the steps taken by your directors in connec- 
tion with the training of Irish nationals for 
the higher technical posts in your factories 
which have hitherto been occupied by alien 
technologists, who, I am glad to report, have 
rendered your company . excellent service. 
You,will recollect that, under a scholarshi 
scheme to which your company contributed, 
it was arranged for six honours graduates in 
chemistry to take a special .course of study 
in the School of Sugar Manufacture of the 
Royal Technical College, Glasgow, and that 
these young men entered your company’s 
service in September, 1934. T am now pleased 
to say that all but one, who had to relin- 
quish his work for a time because of health 
reasons, were promoted some months ago to 
the grade of shift engineer, and will, there- 
fore, have charge of the operation of the 
factories during their respective shifts in the 
coming campaign. Since their promotion, 
these five members of the technical staff were 
granted leave of absence, with pay, to enable 
them to take a three months’ course for ad- 
vanced students in the Sugar Institute,, 
Berlin. All availed of the opportunity thus 
given, them of further prosecuting their 
studies and of gaining further experience. 
Several other graduates, who had been en- 
gaged as temporary chemists for one or more 
campaigns in your factory laboratories, were 
ema as whole-time officers last s ring. 
Subject, of course, to satisfactory discharge 


» of the duties entrusted to them, they, too, 


will be afforded like facilities for fitting them- 
selves for appointment to higher technical 
posts in your- company’s service, 

It is also pratifying to report the successful] 
operation of your company’s apprenticeship 
scheme, which, as you will recollect, was 
devised in co-operation with the Department 
of Education and the Department of Industry 
and Commerce for the training of young 
men in sugar cooking and the skilled trades 
and crafts applicable to the beet sugar in- 
dustry, During the Coneniene, all appren- 
tices are engaged in the factories ‘and in 
attending local classes. For their training 
and instruction in the non-manufacturing 
seasons, sos 4 have been formed into two 
divisions, and, in alternate years, one division 
is engaged in the factories, whilst the other 
is in attendance at the Ringsend Technical 
School, Dublin, where courses of instruction 
have n specially arranged for them by 
the artment of Education and the City 
of Dublin Vocational’ Education Committee. 
I welcome the opportunity afforded me by 
this meeting to express your Board's thanks 
to the Department a the Dublin Com- 
mittee, as well as to the officers of both, for 
their continued interest in the scheme and 
for the assistance they have rendered your 
company in this connection. :

have showr a ‘keen interest in their work, 
and have willingly and cheerfully responded 
to the calls me 5 upon them. On behalf of 
your Boarc, í would again tender thanks 
to them 
And now may 1 ask your forbearance while 
I mention a personal matter. From the re- 
port before you, you will have observed that 
under the Articles of Association it fell to 
me, as a Director appointed by the Minister 
for Finance, to retire this year from the 
Board. 1 intimated to the Minister that | 
did not seek re-appointment, and that I 
desired to relinquish my t in the com- 
pany’s service, and he has been good enough 
to accede to my wish and to arrange for my 
resumption of duties in the Civil Service.

ulse is getting. weaker and weaker. If 

is death should coincide with the ratifica- 
tion of the Concordat by Parliament to- 
morrow, the effect of this coincidence on 
the superstitious Orthodox. peasants of 
Serbia may be extremely dangerous. 

The Hierarchical Council of the Orthodox 
Church met to-day, and is understood to 
be preparing an attempt to hold another

NORMAL PERIOD OF IDLENESS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :'—

recommenced to lay before the new 
feathers have finished growing.

If 
they are not in a first-class physical con- 


tion will be longer than in the case of 
birds that are up to scratch all along 
the line. The date of the moult—the 
normal season of which is any time from 
‘June to October—is a useful guide when 
selecting the best layers.
